LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 5.—Election day 
dawned brightly in Leavenworth this morn- 
ing. Not a cloud was in the sky, 
and it would have been impossible 
to have selected a more perfect day 
for the initial one in the experiment of 
female suffrage. The town awoke some- 
what feverish, having retired the night 
before after two of the most 
thrilling public meetings ever held in the po- 
litical history ofthe place. At one Mrs. Gou- 
gar and D. R. Anthony presided. Both speak- 
ers denounced the New York WORLD and the 
Posr- DISPATCH in unmeasured terms. The 
management of those papers was charged with 
having put money into the canvass and hav- 
ing used undue influence in the inter- 
est of the whisky ring. The correspondent 
was reviled in all the fluent vituperation of 
Mr. Anthony and the entertaining suggestion 
was advanced that he should be tarred and 
feathered. Atthe other meeting, held in the 
Opera-house, the papers were alluded to in 
every speech in the most complimentary 
terms. 

LOUD CALLS WERE MADE 
for the correspondent, and it was only by 
pleading the neutral positions of the journals 
that he was excused from addressing the 
crowd, who cheered lustily the while. 

This morning the ladies were at the polls 
quite early. A bar divided each window. One 
side was devoted to the men and the 
other to the women. Hacks bearing the 
banners of the Republican candidates were 
run, each in charge of some enthusiastic suf - 
fragist, who employed her morning in bring- 
ing the colored women to the polls. The s0o- 
ciety ladies were on the road with their pri- 
vate rigs bringing the ladies of their acquaint- 
ance to the voting places. In the First Ward, 
where society resides, and which is re- 
garded as the stronghold of D. R. 
Anthony, the handsome wife of that 
gentleman led the band of female ticket 
peddlers. Mr. Anthony himself endeavored 
to tear down one of the Neely banners and 
was seized by the lapels of his coat by Mr. 
Shindler, a local newpaper representative. A 
short struggle ensued. The ladies began to 
flee in terror. One man was struck, and fora 
moment a row seemed imminent, but the 
prompt interfereace of the police prevented 
its outbreak. 

MRS. HELEN GOUGAR, 
the agitator, was in a buggy and rapidly 
passed from poll to poll encouraging the 
women of her faction. 


The animosities engendered were more in- 
tense than would have been stirred up among 
an equal number of women. All manner of 
influence was brought to bear. Women of 
the various charitabie societies appealed 
to past beneficiaries in memory of aid 
received, and in the hope of that 
to be extended. The patronage of washing 
was a potent factor in directing the influence 
of the lower classes. Thecolored women, as 
a rule, were immovable. ‘‘Massa’’ Lincoln

„pportunity of expressing themselves on the 
subject. Itis impossible, at this writing, to 
forecast the result.

CINCINNATI, O., April 5.—The Enquirer has 
little to say of the meaning of the election. It 
says of the result: ‘‘It is at least clear that no 
Democrat upon the general ticket has been 
chosen.

JUDGE NOONAN REJOICES 


Because Judge Normile Sustained Him in 
an Important Point. 


Judge Noonan regards the decision of Judge 
Normile yesterday in sustaining the motion to 
quash the indictments in the cases of J. J. Mo- 
Garry and Richara A. Fredericks, indicted for 
obstructing a railroad track, as a complete 
vindication of himself. At the time of the rail- 
road strike Judge Noonan decided in the case 
of McGarry, et al., that drawing a coupling- 


pin out of acar was an offense that did not 
come under the statute making the obstructing 
of a railroad trackafelony. TheJudge held it 
was merely a misdemeanor and discharged the 
defendants. For this decision he was bitterly 
denounced at the time and was accused of 
sympathizing with the strikers. The matter 
was taken before the Grand-jury and the men 
indicted there. Now Judge Normile virtually 
affirms Judge Noonan’s decision by sustaining 
the motion to quash, and even the Uircuit 
Attorney’s office, who secured the indict- 
ments, admit that the offense is merely a mis- 
demeanor and does not come under the ob- 
structing a railroad-track statute.

QUARTERS SECURED. 


THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE OOMMISSION 
PREPARING FOR HARD WORK. 


Offices Secured at the National Capital— 
Nearly Half the Appropriation Provided 
For—The Trunk Lines’ Action Against 
Brokers’ and Scalpers—Nothing Said to 
Be in the Boycott Against Western 
Roads—The International & Southwest- 
ern Election—Central Missouri Plans 
Division of Territory—Railroad News. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 5.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Board has engaged quarters 
in the new marbie building erected by the 
Baltimore Sun in this city. They will de lo- 
cated on the fifth floor at an annual rental of 
$3,600. This makes $44,600 of the $100,000 ap- 
propriated for the expenses of the commission 
already engaged for salaries and rent and not 
a clerk or stenographer yet provided for. The 
size of the quarters indicate that the board in- 
tend to have a large force employed within a 
very short time. 


THE RIVER INTERESTS. 

Congressman Butterworth, accompanied by 
Capt. J. T. Stockdale of the Pittsburg & 
Cincinnati Steamboat Company, Capt A. Hon- 
shell of the Big Sandy & Louisville Mail Line, 
and Capt. R. W. Wise of the Memphis 
& Cincinnati Packet Company appeared be- 
fore the Commission as representatives of the 
‘‘river interests.“ Mr. Butterworth, as 
spokesman of the delezation, addresed the 
Commission. He maintained that the railroads 
were the agencies of the Government,and that 
the powers conferred upon them were con- 
ferrred by all the citizens, and hence should 
not be exercised for the advantage of 
one class against another. The present 
tendency was to produce great aggregations 
of people (large cities), dacause  cor- 
porate agencies of the Government gave 
special privileges to favored points, taxing 
some localities for the benefit of others. It 
was not for the public good that this should 
be so. If one desired to start a factory at 
an intermediate point it could not now 
be done—not because advantages were 
lacking — but because the Govern- 
ment agencies would tax it in 
the way of transportation charges for 
the purpose of driving out competition. 
The men who carry freight uponthe great 
natural highways, the rivers, have no power 
of this kind. ‘They could not forestall 
markets. If one chose to charge exorbitant 
rates, another would enter upon the same line 
in competition, The railroads now asked 
authority to fix rates which will drive the 
boats from the rivers. Their charges were not 
to be fixed in accordance with any systematic 
adjustment of rates but as a matter of compe- 
tition in which one party or the other must go 
under. There were classes of g00 
and always would be, which would go by rail, 
irrespective of rates on competing lines. He 
noticed by the reports laid before the Com- 
mission by some of the roads that their 
through traffic was only 20 per cent of tneir 
total traffic. Now what proportion would 
they lose if compelled to adopt uniform rates? 
In his opinion it would be inconsiderapble. 

TOUCHING THE LOCAL TRADE, 
one man whose shipments were but half a 
car-load was compelled to pay fourth- 
class rates, while a larger shipper 
of the same sort of material 
shipping bundreds of car-loads, was given 
rates of the fifth class and reaped advantages 
from this discrimination which had a 
tendency to crush out the small shippers. 
In his opinion it was the purpose of the law 
to prevent these discriminations which 
foster great r — and tend to 
the production of ‘‘Gullivers and Pigmies.’’ 
Mr. Smith, Vice-President of the Louisville &

It’s a new Hamlet, fresh, vigorous, 
healthful, intelligent, and natural, to my 
mind; a Hamlet upon which the great master 
would smileapprovingly, for I believe it to 
follow his purpose to the letter. 

It must be remembered that the Hamlet we 
see in the modern edition of Shakspeare is 
almost as much the work of the commenta- 
tors, adapters and compilers as of the poet 
himself. The original manuscript was lost in 
the fire which destroyed the Globe Theater in 
London in 1818. The role of 1823 was compiled 
| from copies in the possession of 

ACTORS WHO HAD PLAYED THE PART. 
Actors then, as now, considered themselves 
entirely competent to amend, transpose, and 
otherwise improve“ the work of a rising 
dramatist, and Shakspeare, who was pot yet 
the demi-god whieh centuries have 
since made him, did not escape 
their meddling. This actor fancied this 
speech was too long, and cut it; that actor 
added here and there afew touches of his own; 
another transposed this scene to suit his pri- 
vate purpose; still another ended the acts to 
please himself. The result, therefore, of the 
compilation from these manuscripts was nat- 
urally olla-podrida, in which sad liberties with 
of course, incor- 
porated. Then the wise commentators got in 
their fine work and, with their favorite actor’s 
interpretation as their standard, proceeded to 
establish a ‘‘tradition;’’ this tradition was 


— accepted by the masses and handed 
down from generation to generation, the re- 
sult being a mysterious and utterly unnatural 
Hamlet who neither knew his own mind nor 
was consistent with any rational conception. 
The traditional Hamlet is a soured, gloomy, 
weak, unnerved man who declares he will for 
his purpose ‘‘put an antic disposition on’’ 
and then shows himseif to be so actually 
crazed that to differentiate between that antic 
disposition and his real madness is impos- 
sible. He leaps toa purpose and as quickty 
relinquishes it; he tears passion to tatters to 
no end; he rants without cause and at the end, 
imost by accident, is thrust into the consum- 
ation of his revenge by sheer force of cir- 
cumstances. He has ample cause for the as- 
sumin of madness ut none for the 
real insanity—none but grief. There is 
no raison d’etre for this real insan- 
ity and it mars the play since its 
existence entangles the Prince of Denmark in 
a snarl of twisted acts of madness real and 
assumed, with nothing to inform the audi- 
ence when he is really mad and when not, To 
my mind this is very un-Shakspearian. The 
great master went straight to the point. His 
characters are sharply defined and true. Lear 
is insane, but how naturally so. There is no 
mistaking the lucid intervais or the moments 
of hallucination. The character of Othello is 
complex but true to nature in every detail. 
Brutus, Cassius, Shylock, Romeo, Macbeth, 
Richard—all wonderful mosaics of human pas- 
sion and logical, harmonious and consistent. 
Hamlet“ alone is blurred and startling in 
its contradictions. Why? It is a mixture of 
interpolations. 
MR. BARRETT’S AIM 
has been to rescue the character from this 
dross and to give it as, to his mind, it was in- 
tended. Hamlet is a youth of 20, manly, noble, 
intelligent and strong, with a temperament 
keenly sensitive tothe woc which has come 
upon him. His assumed madness is clearly 
assumed and at no time is his reason shown to 
be actually unseated. He seizes his purpose 
and awaits his opportunity, consumates it 
and dies content. This ia a consistent charac- 
ter and true to the intent. Most actors make 
5 to appear at least 30 or 35. Horatio is to 
amlet ‘‘fellow-student.’’ Laertes tells 
Ophelia Hamlet’s love is ‘‘a violet in the 
youth of prime nature.’’ The king speaks 
of him as this mad young man. Hamlet’s 
mother was still young enough to have charms 
forthe usurper. Mr. Barrett certainly does 
not violate the proprieties here. Mr. Bar- 
rett ends the acts differently. Well, in the 
old folio the play has no division at all 
after the second scene of act 2. The di- 
visions were purely arbitrary, and what the 
commentators could do, why nothe? Ifind 
the play more dramatic and striking for the 
change. Readers of Coleridge, Hazlett, 
Schiegel, and other essayists, and full of the 
dogmatic teaching so absorbed will find this 
‘*Hamlet’’ a surprising novelty.

MR. CLEVELAND DECLARES HIMSELF IN 
GOOD HEALTH AND ABLE TO WORK. 


Passing Allusion to the Second Term— 
The Rights of Homestead Settlers Must 
Be Maintained—Carlisle and BRandall— 
Judge Holman Denies Some Political 
Rumors—Gov. Church and the Presi- 


dent’s Territorial Policy. 


New York, April5.—The Washingto# corre- 
spondent of the Herald telegraphs the follow- 
ing to his paper: Do not waste any time in 
worrying about our Democratic President. He 
is all right, physically, mentally and politic- 
ally, and he means reform. I have had the 
pleasure of a good two hours’ talk with him. 
First, as to Mr. Cleveland’s physical condi- 
tion: So many stories have been circulated 
over the country aboutan alarming increase 
in weight that I supposed from the amount of 
smoke that there must be some fire some- 
where. I have seen Mr. Oleveland on very 
many occasions, but I never saw him look so 
well as he did yesterday. He has lost rather 
than gained ir flesh. 

You are well, Mr. President?’’ I asked. 
Perfectly,’’ he answered. 1 never 
ked harder or felt better in my life.

To wipe it out, as has been proposed in some 
quarters, and substitute other and less ex- 
perienced men would, in my judgment, bea 
fatalerror.

CITY ELECTION DEVELOPS LIVELY 
SCENES AND INCIDENTS.

A Murderout Attack Upon the Life of Al- 
derman Garrett Stack—Stephens Probably 
Elected Mayor—The Election To-Day in 
Detail—Dastardly Attempt at Incendi- 
arism—Notes and Personals.

Stack made no reply and Irwin continued: 
Tou are with the wrong party this time and 
tramp votes won't go. 

„Woll,“ said Stack, I am willing to go 
down with the party, but I want you to un- 
derstand thatI have stood enough trom you 
and don’t want to haer any more. 

„Why,“ said Irwin, vou don’t mean to 
say you would hurt any one, do you? I un- 
derstand you threatened to do up a friend of 
mine on the Island, but I want to tell you that 
you had better keep your hands off me or

Five Colored Murderers Hanged by a Mob 
at Yorkville, 8. C. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., April 5.At 4:30 o’ clock 
this morning, about sixty undisguised 
forcibly entered the jail at Yorkville, and 
breaking open the cells, seized Giles Good, 
Bailey Bowdle, Prendley Thompson and Mose 
Lipscomb, negroes, charged with the mur 
der of John Lee Good, ayoung white lad, in 
December last. Taking the prisoners a mile 
north of the village they hanged them to the 
limbs of trees. These men organized a come 
spiracy in the fall of 1886, to steal cotton and 
to murder, if necessary, to conceal their 
crimes, and they killed young Good, The 
prisoners were to have been tried this week 
but the lynchers got ahead of the law.

At LAST. 

EGANn’s aide is the arst fruit of an 
agitation begun two years ago, and kept. 
up by the Post-DisPpatcH alone, against 
election frauds in St. Louis. The over- 
whelming proof of his guilt convicted 
him of but a small and subordinate 


forgeries and other prima facie eleo- 
tion frauds which we exposed so con- 
clusively two years ago. He deserves 
punishment to the full extent of the law, 
but no reader of the PosT-DIsPaTcH needs 
to be told that there are scores of tools as 
guilty as he, and that a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of them all should make examples 
enough to insure decent elections here- 
after. 

For-a long time official influence and 
efforts to prevent the prosecution of these 
frauds were sufficiently interested and 
powerful enough to keep the matter out 
of the State courts, and to discourage 
every popular movement for a vindication 
of thelaw. Theidea that there was no 
remedy for the wrong, no tribunal com- 
petent or willing to arraign and punish 
the guilty, spread a pall of apathy over 
the public mind when even the State Su- 
preme Court was induced to render a de- 
cision closing the doors of all local courts 
against complaints of election frauds. 
The attempt, however, to ‘‘fix’’ the Fed- 
eral Court, also, was defeated, and with 
reviving hope the people began to sup- 
port the persistence of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, and its vindication is now in a fair 
way to be such as will be long remem- 
bered by the election manipulators of this 
city. 

Behind the official underlings who actu- 
ally committed these frauds there now 
stand trembling the bigger men who 
planned and instigated them, or who, by 
their connivance or their efforts to con- 
ceal the facts and protect their tools, 
have become liable to the exposure and 
punishment they so richly merit. Per- 
haps they may not be in danger of con- 
viction from any ‘‘squeal”’ on the part of 
their convicted subordinates; but public 
suspicion is already fixed upon them, and 
a thorough prosecution of these cases 
will at least put the people more on their 
guard against the politicians who re- 
sort to such methods. 

ONE of the advantages of our dual sys- 
tem of government is seen in the alacrity 
with which the great Pennsylvania Rail- 
road recalls its interstate passes in obe- 
dience to a law of Congress, while the 
same railroad continues to supply the 
Pennsylvania Legislature with local free 
passes in spite of the Constitution and 
laws of the State positively forbiding such 
actions. A corporation cannot only violate 
the State law with impunity, but induce 
the very lawmakers of the State to disre- 
gard their oaths and participate in its 
contempt for local law. Another remark- 
able case in point is the spectacle of 
United States officers and courtsin this 
city vindicating and enforcing State laws 
which State officers and State courts 
utterly failed to enforce against gross and 
notorious election frauds.

Secretary Fairchild’s Characteristics.

Assistant Secretary Fairchild, whose ap- 
pointment as Secretary of the Treasury has 
been one of the alleged authoritative an- 
nouncements of the past week, is one of the 
genuine reformers of the Administration. He 
is extremely quiet and determined to a degree 
that amounts to obstinucy. In his big, barren 
office he is neither a striking nor impressive 
figure. He is short, round and comfortable 
looking, with a bulging forehéad and a bulg- 
ing chin, a short, chopped mustache, 
which seems to have crawled back into 
the comparative obscurity’ of his 
upper lip, and a pair of large, dark 
eyes which look both impassive and sleepy 
until something of consequence is said. 
People who go in to see him have to start the 
talking and frequently end it, and visitors 
have been known tq goin, present short state- 
ments and come out again without hearing 
anything from him except ‘‘good day.’’ For 
what is known as a hearing he is discouraging. 
Lawyers and business men make arguments 
before him, attacking each other and wrestling 
with each other’s arguments and figures, and 
in the whole time there will not be a single in- 
dication in either his countenance or his few 
words which will give the slightest clue to his 
opinions. The United States Supreme Court, 
with all its dignity, is not half the riddle 
during an argument that he is. 


The President’s Salary. 


From the Savannah News. 

President Cleveland is said to be saving 
three fifths of his salary. This is a thrifty 
showing for a newly married man, to say the 
least of it. Despite all the talk one hears 
about the insufficiency of the Presidential 
salary, there is no doubt that it is not only 
ample for all the requirements of the office, 
but sufficiently large to allow of the saving of 
aenug little fortune every year besides. He 
has no bills to pay for rent, heating or light- 
ing, and the staff of messengers and door- 
keepers provided at Government expense is 
sufficiently large to obviate the necessity of 
hiring many servants out of the Presidential 
purse. The five state dinners required to be 
given each year are, comparatively speaking, 
inexpensive affairs. Probably none of them 
cost over $300 or $400 at the outside. The flow- 
ers, which are ordinarily a matter of consid- 
erable expense, are furnished by the White 
House conservatory and the hot-houses oft he 
Congressional gardens, and the music is fur- 
nished by the Marine Band. At the receptions 
nothing is served, noteven ice-water. There 
is absolutely no expense whatever attached to 
them. Every President managed to save some 
little money out of his salary. Mr. Cleveland 
will retire at the end of his term with not less, 
certainly, than $120,000. 


De Lesseps’ New Orleans Relations, 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

There arrived in New Orleans last Tuesday 
evening from Colon, Mr. Charles de Lesseps, 
the son of Count Ferdinand de Lesseps, who 
is on his way to Paris. The object of his visit 
to this city was simply to meet his numerous 
relatives residing here. This pleasure was 
accorded the distinguished visitor last even- 
ing, at the residence of Mr. Emile Daboval, on 
Dauphine, near Hospital street, where a hand- 
some reunion de famille took place. 

Immediately upon his arrival in the city Mr. 
De Lesseps was met by several of his cousins 
and became their guest. Yesterday he was 
shown the various places of interest about the 
city, andin the afternoon was entertained at 
dinner, where the Lesseps, Daboval, Richard- 
son, Ferrier and Saulet tamilies, all akin to 
the celebrated engineer, were represented. 

At 8 o’clock the reception began and lasted 
until a very late hour.

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ACY IN RHODE ISLAND. 


The Revelt Among the Republicans—Demo- 
crats Confident of Victory--A Full State 
Ticket to Be Elected To-Morrow—The 
Opposition to Wetmore—Strength of the 
Prohibitionists.

NEWPORT, R. I. 7 April. 5.—The hottest 
political contest that Rnode Igland has known 
for the past seven · and-twenty years is now in 
progress and will close on Wednesday. It is 
very doubtful whether such unusual efforts as 
the Democrats are putting forth would be 
brought into operation were it not for the 
fact that the national House of Representa- 
tives isso close by States. The Democrats 
are working earnestly, for they know 
that the prestige of victory would have 
an immense influence in the western 
district, where next autumn a Congressman 
will have to be elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by a failure to elect in October last. 
At that time Judge ©. S. Bradley, Democrat, 
had a pluralty over Dixon, Republican, but 
the State Constitution provides that a ma- 
jority is necessary at the first attempt to elect. 
A plurality will elect next time. 

THE REPUBLICAN REVOLT. 

The revolt among the Republicans is diffi- 
cult to estimate. The Providence Journal, 
formerly the Republican organ, is bitterly op- 
posed to the re-election of Gov. Wetmore. 
The political dignitaries who claim to 
know the true meaning of this, declare that 
it is the result of personal differences. 
Itis not possible to determine what effect this 
opposition will have, but it is claimed that 
whatever it is, it will be offset by the Democratic 
work being putin forthe present incumbent. 
Ex-Mayor Slocum, a life-long Democrat, who 
more frequently than any other of his party 
has led them to victory in municipal affairs 
here, is openly working for Mr. Wetmore, and 
a Democratic Post-office official in the Western 
District is antagonizing Col. Cheney, the 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. But without question there is dis- 
affection among the Republicans over the 
Brayton matter, and the so-called 
May deal. One year ago Gov. 
Wetmore got about 2,000 maj rity ove 
the Democratic and Prohibition candidate 
In order for the Democrats to win they must 
change 2,000 votes, taking them from the Re- 
publicuns and voting them for Mr. Davis, the 

emocratic nominee, who is the Appraiser of 
Customs at Providence. The Democrats claim 
the election, but perhaps they are too * 2 
fident of victory. Nota few Democrats 
well as Republicans, predict that these will — 
no election at the polls, and that the Governor 
will have to be elected by the Legislature, 
which will undoubtedly be Republican, 
although * a smaller majority than last year. 

FULL STATE TICKET. 

Rhode Island will elect a full State ticket to- 
morrow - Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
Secretary of State, Attorney-General and 
members of the Legislature. he question of 
amending the Constitution and extending suf- 
trage to women will also bevoted on. The 
Democratie candidates for the Assembly are 
pledged to call a constitutional convention to 
remove the property qualification and other 
unpopular restrictions to suffrage. Under 
existing statutes nearly one-third of the male 
population of the State are disfran- 
chised. There are three tickets in the 
field—Republican, Democratic and Prohibition. 
The Republicans indorse the Prohibition 
candidate for Attorney-General with a view of 
drawing Prohibition votes for the balance of 
their ticket. The Prohibitionists, however, 
have not abated their activity and say that 
they will make a gain on their vote of last year. 
The batteries of the o —, have been di- 
rected chiefly against Wetmore, who is very 
unpopular. He is regarded more as a resident 
of New York than Rhode Island, and the ring 
which brought him forward has run things 
with such a high hand that they have become 
very obnoxious to the self-respecting people of 
the State. The ring is pilentifally supplied 
with — and is putting it out lavishly. 
They have practically abandoned hope of elect- 
ing Wetmore by a majority of the popular 
vote and are straining their efforts to have the 
election thrown into the Legislature. Under 
the State Constitution the candidates must 
have a majority of all the votes cast to be 
elected. Ifno candidate secures a majority, 
the election will devolve on the Legislature.

A Passenger Train on the Mobile & Ohio 
Road Wrecked.

GAS MONOPOLY. 


The Philadelphia Syndicate Captures Two 
More Chicago Companies. 


CHICAGO, III., April 5.—A_ local paper this 
morning says: ‘‘Ever since a syndicate of 
Ohicago and Philadelphia capitalists got con- 
trol of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Oom- 
pany and practically consolidated it with the 
Consumers rumors have been circulated to 
the effect that the same people were negotiat- 
ing for a controlling interest in both 


of the other companies—the People’s 
and the Equitable. These rumors 
ained strength last week wheu it 

came known that W. L. Elkins and P. A. 
B. Widener, representing the Philadelphia 
end ofthe syndicate, had arrived here to ar- 
range the details with A. M. Billings, President 
of the Peoples, and Ool. Fitzhugh, President 
of the Equitabie. It is learned from a reliable 
source that the negotiations terminated suc- 
cessfully late yesterday afternoon. This gives 
the syndicate an absolute monopoly of the en- 
tire gas business of Chicago and places the 
Consumers atits mercy. The syndicate says 
it will not raise the price more than 25 cents a 
thousand. The terms ofthe purchase have 
not yet been learned, as all concerned in the 
deal refused to give any information for 
publication. It is not unlikely that a new 
corporation to be called the Gas Trust or 
something of that kind, will be organized 
which will gather up all the Chicago com- 
panies into its bosom.’’ 


THE ANARCHISTS TO BLAME, 


Fire Insurance Companies Refusing to Take 
Heavy Risks in Chicago. 


CuicaGo, III., April5.—The Times says: A 
report was current yesterday that Messrs. J. 
V. Farwell & Oo. had sometime ago written to 
several insurance companies throughout the 
country which are not represented here, 
asking for an increased line of insurance, and 
that the insurance companies had refused to 
take any more risks in Chicago until after the 


present local election was decided, and if the 
socialistic ticket was elected that they would 
witbdraw from here entirely. A reporter 
called upon Mr. J. V. Farwell yesterday and 
asked him in regard to the report. 

‘*Well,’’ said the gentleman, ‘‘you 
form your own opinion from this letter. 

The letter in question was from the vice- 

resident of an insurance company, to whom 

r. Farwell had written. It stated that the 
risk had been offered to another company, 
whose President declined it, giving as the 
reason for his action, Fear that the anar- 
chists may some day barn up pay city.’’ 

‘*There,’’ said „ Farwell, after the re- 
porter had read the letter, ‘‘is the fact, and it 
speaks for itself. The gentleman who has 
charge 6four insurance may be able to tell 
you more.’’ 

This gentieman said that in case of a victory 
for the Socialists to-day he was assured that a 
large number of insurance companies would 
withdraw their risks.

THE ILL-FATED STEAMER EAGLE. 

St. Jouns, N. F., April 5.—Intelligence 
has been received respecting the sealing 
steamer Eagle, which not only confirms pre- 
vious reports as to the finding of wreckage, 
but also states that portions of the figurehead, 
deck-house and bulwarks have been picked 
up and identified. Nothing positive can be 
known, however, untilthe arrival of anotheg 
ofthe fleet, and perhaps notthen. Much ex- 
citement prevails here in consequence of con- 
flicting rumors, and the Government and the 
press are doing allin their power to solve the 
mystery. From Greens Pond, the nearest 
pointto the scene of the supposed disaster, 
information has been received, stating that 
men who brought the intelligence from the 
ships of the fleet say they wereon board the 
steamers Esquimaux, Vanguard, Greenland 
and Neptune. The crews of these vessels 
confirm the first report touching wreckage, 
etc., and maintain that the captains of the 
four ships mentioned firmly believe the report 
of the Eagle’s loss is correct. 


THE WIFE OF KISSANE. 


Her First Romantic Marriage During the 
Siege of Rivas.

A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 


Collar-Makers Discussing the Formation of 
a National Organization. 


This morning a convention of horse-collar 
makers assembled in room No. 8 at Light- 
stone’s Hall, Eleventh street and Franklin 
avenue, for the purpose of forming a national 
association of horse-collar makers on 
some pian not yet agreed upon. 


There are three distinct trades 
that have been united under one general 
head heretofore, .ssaddle-ggaking, harness- 
makingand the manufacture of horse col- 
lars. The saddle-makers are now sepa- 
rately organized, and the trade of 
horse-collar manufacture has become so 
entirely separate from the other two 
that everywhere during the last two or 
three years unions have been formed com- 
posed entirely of workers in that trade. It is 
now proposed to unite those unions under one 
national organization which may be under the 
Knights of Labor or may be entirely separate, 
The leather workers of thé country, and that 
means the shoemakers, are organized as 
Knights of Labor, but are granted a species of 
home rule in a National Council which is of the 
same character of authority as the Executive 
Board, K. of L,, though subordinate to the 
latter. This plan will be proposed 
to the horse- collar makers, but there 
is no assurance of its acceptance. 
Delegates from Minneapolis, St. Paul, Chi- 
cago, Louisville, St. Joseph, Kansas City, 
Baltimore, Newark, N. J., and Evansville 
were present and others are expected. The 
session this morning was very short, as this is 
election day, and many of the St. Louis dele- 
ates are interested in the success of the 
Jnited Labor ticket. The meeting adjourned 
at 10 o’clock and will meet at 9 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 


THE ROCK ISLAND TRAGEDY. 


Detective Frank Wind Gives Sensational 
Testimony—A Lady’s Evidence. 


MorRIS, April5.—The most important wit- 
ness for the prosecution yesterday in the 
Schwartz-Watt murder trial was Miss Emma 
Lewis, a cashier for a Chicago commission 
house, and an intimate acquaintance of 
Schwartz and his wife. She overheard achat 


between Schwartz and Watt and noticed the 
change of dress and furniture and other evi- 
dences of wealth at the Schwartz household 
after the murder of the express messenger. 

In the trial to-day Frank Wind, a Pinkerton 
detective, testified that he entered the service 
of the Rock Island Road Company as a brake- 
man shortly after the murder of Nich- 
ols. the express messenger. He de- 
scribed at length the  famillarity of 
Schwartz and Watt toward each other, and 
detailed scraps of their conversation regard- 
ing money. The witness also related numer- 
ous conversations he had had with Schwartz, 
the latter frequently deelaring that he would 
soon be possessed of a large sum of money. 
The testimony was sensational and while not 
criminating in its effect was regarded as such, 
taken in connection with the other testimony 
previously given respecting the guilt of the 
defendants. 


ALMSHOUSE HORRORS, 


An Investigation of Abbie Lindsay’s Treat- 
ment and Death. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 5.—The death o 
Abbie Lindsay, the insane pauper who escaped 
from the Prescott Alms-house, four weeks 
ago, has led to an investigation of the institu- 
tion by the State Board of Lunacy and Charity. 
Mrs. 8. M. Brown, of Westboro, was sent 
there and found that the building was unfit 
for occupancy. The selectmen had used a ball 
and chain on the legs of inmates and had 
confined them in small, loathsome rooms. 
Mrs. Lindsay was horse-whipped and ducked 
in water when she pleaded to go home. She 
was assigned to watch with a dying inmate 
when she jumped from a window and esca 
in a blinding snowstorm.

PUBLIC ATONEMENT. 


Mrs. Pritchard’s Letter to the Congregation 
of St. Paul’s Parish. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New Tonk, April 5.—Some time ago Miss 
Agnes Toner, à prominent young lady of St. 
Paul’s Parish, on Jersey City Heights, and liv- 
ing on South street, was married to James 
Pritchard, a Protestant. The ceremony was 
performed by a Protestant minister, and Miss 
Toner’s friends were greatly displeased by it. 
The couple lived happily together, but it ap- 


pears that after awhile Mrs. Pritchard’s con- 
science began to trouble her about what she 
had 8 and she decided to visit Father 
Smyth, her old pastor, and seek advice as to 
how the act she had done could be atoned for. 
Father Smyth explained to Mrs, Pritchard that 
in the eyes of the Church she had committed a 
grave fault and that according to a law framed 
at the late council of Baltimore she would be 
obliged to make a public reparation before the 
congregation. This seemed a rather humili- 
ating penance to Mrs. Pritchard, but she said 
she was so troubled in mind that she would 
makethe apology. The iaw of the council de- 
clares that the person offending against it shall 
make averbal apology, but leayes it discre- 
tionary with pastors to modify the law, ac- 
cording to the necessities of individual cases. 
Father Smyth told Mrs. Pritchard that if she 
would write a letter acknowledging her sin 
and asking the forgiveness of the congrega- 
tion, he would read itfrom the altar and, at 
the same time, explain the circumstances as 
N the ecclesiastical law for the benefit 
O > 
Father Smyth read Mrs. Pritcbard’s apology 
at all the masses on Sunday. The letter was 
couched in meek and apologetic terms, and 
Mrs. Pritchard’s name was signed to it. 
Father Smyth said that as this was the first 
time that such an occurrence happened in his 
parish he would make use of the discretion 
allowed him by the council of Baltimore and 
save the offender from the deep humiliation of 
a verbal apology, but that in future, should 
any be so thoughtless as to commit a like of- 
fense, the law would have to be carried out 
to the very letter. He said that the 
Catholic Church regarded the _ sacra- 
ment of matrimony as the foundation and 
corner-stone of society, and that every safe- 
d and protection should be thrown about 
t. More misery and social ruin were due to 
hasty and unchristian marriages than to al- 
most any other cause. From the very fact 
that marriage was heid to be true sacrament, 
Catholics should enter upon that holy state 
with due preparation and judgment. There 
was no divorce in the Catholic Church, and 
therefore even apart from religious considera- 
tions, persons entering the bonds of matri- 
mony should not proceed hastily nor in a man- 
ner which might be antagonistic to their con - 
scientious principles. | 

The people of St. Paul’s Church were deeply 
impressed with Father Smyth’s words, and the 
subject has caused considerable comment. 
Of course, the Catholics regard the law of the 
council as a proper and righteous one, and 
although it is not a new ordinance, it has 
never been in general force in this country 
until now. The case of Mrs. Pritchard is the 
first of the kind that has occurred in the dio- 
cese of Newark, and only a few similar ones 
are known in the history of the Catholic 
Church in the United States. In some coun- 
tries great crimes or scandals of any serious 
nature, committed by Catholics, must be 
atoned for by public apology, the object being 
to make sins ofa public nature as odious as 

ible by prescribing heavy penalties for 
eir atonement. 

A well-known priest said te egnoeoe J that the 
good effect of public atonement could be seen 
upon public morals in certain countries in Eu- 
rope where the Catholic faith was in the 
ascendent. It prevented scandals of a shock- 
ing kind which now have tendency to demor 
alize the community. The * said that in 
a short time canon law would possibly be in- 
troduced in this country, and that ecclesias- 
tical penalties, including that of pubiic atone- 
ment, would then have full force. It might be 
difficult, he said, in the beginning to induce 
lukewarm Catholics to abide by the decisions 
ofthe Church in some instances, but that 
after a while, when the good effect of penal 
laws in religious matters were realized, there 
would be little trouble found in the enforce-

THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE BROWNS’ 
GREAT BASEMAN. 0 


Letters Addressed to Him at the Laclede— 
“‘Arlie’” Demanding $2,800 and Presi. 
dent Von der Ahe’s Offer—Base Ball and 
Sporting News—Diamond Chat. 


An impenetrable mystery surrounds the 
whereabouts of ‘‘Arlie’’ Latham, the great 
third baseman of the Brownstocking Club.

BATTING, RUNNING AND FIELDING. 


Practical Observations inthe Working of the 
New Code. 


From all American Association and League 
cities is heard the cry of pitchers that the new 
rules would prolong the games until spectators 
and players alike would be exhausted, remarks 
a Cincinnati paper. This clamor continues even 
after cold facts have been brought forward to 
prove to the contrary, and the talk against the 
new rules is becoming disgusting. The Cincin- 
natis are piaying full nine-inning games, which 


last only aboutan hour and forty minutes. The 
Detroits and Philadelphias have been 
playing similar games in the South, 
which last on an average one hour and 
forty-five minutes, and they are not one to 
nothing games either. Onthe contrary, all 

ames that have been so far played are full of 
Gaition: running and flelding, the ve thing 
to interest the spectators and make the 
players earn their salaries. That the new rules 
are going to increase ran-getting is almost 
certain, if the games already played are any 
criterion. Base on balls and by being hit by a 
pitcher send mento the bases, and with the 
circuit thus full the pitchers are weakened and 
hit freely. There is nothing which awakens so 
much enthusiasm in the national game as hard 
hitting. 

Sharp fielding may be all 2 in its place, 
but there cannot be too much free hitting in 
the game. Under the old rules, when a pitcher 
was allowed to take as many steps as he chose 
before delivering the ball—the only require- 
ment being that he should keep in the box— 
the majority of the twirlers allowed the ball 
to go at random and trusted to luck.

The President” of the Board of Public Im- 
provements Gives a Short History of 
Street Sprinkling and Says That the Board 
Called Attention to the Matter Long 
Ago—That Odious Plug Rule Explained 


308 —An Interesting Statement. 


Col. Henry Flad, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, replies as follows to 
the statements concerning street sprinkling 
made by Mr. Fielding Mansfield of Waverly 
place and printed in Saturday’s Post-Dis- 
PATCH: 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


DEAR Sir—It is becoming the fashion just 
now to assail the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, and I do not object to it as long as your 
columns are kept open for reply. In your Sat- 
urday’s edition „ Fielding Mansfield of 
Waverly place aired a grievance he has 
against the board, but Ido not think it will 
require much effort to prick his bubble. 

e introduces the subject by a disertation 
on sprinkling, and produces estimates of the 
cost of oe all the improved streets 
and alleys of the city and of the amount now 
paid by our citizens for sprinkling. It is useless 
to point out the many blunders in his state- 
ments, as they must be obvious to any person 
who has paid any attention to the subject. 

After his great effort to furnish statistical 
information on the subject of sprinkling, Mr. 
Mansfield blandly suggests that the Board of 
Public Improvements ‘‘should have been well- 
advised of these facts,’’ and that these gen- 
tlemen have no valid excuse for not having 
made these facts public in their proper con- 


nection.’’ ; 

Ihave to beg the pardonofMr. Fielding 
Mansfield of Waverly Place for differing with 
him in regard to his estimates, and to assert 
that he evidently does not know what he is 
writing about. As — | as 1878 the board 
devoted several pages ofits report to the sub- 
ject of street sprinkling, gave estimates of the 
number of blocks to be sprinkled, and ofthe 
cost of the work if done by the city. 

In its report of April 8, 1880, the board says: 
‘*Closely connected with the matter of 
street cleaning is that of street sprink- 
ling. This is now done by compa- 
nies or individuals in pursuance of pri- 
vate contracts, without any oversight or 
interference by the city, and as a consequence 
itisdone in avery irregular and unsatisfac- 
tory manner. Many streets which need 
mig oe | most are not sprinkled atall and 
the dust from them does much to neutralize 
the sprinkling done elsewhere. If sprinkling 
could be done upon a regular system and un- 
derthe supervision of thecity it could be 
done much more effectually and more 
cheaply.’’ The board also recommended 
that the ‘cost of sprinkling be assessed as a 
special tax, and thatthe charter be amended 
80 as to admit of such assessment. 

The amendments to the charter in regard 
to sprinkling which were submitted to the 
people were drawn up bythe board. In its 
report of May 30, 1881, it devotes four pages 
to the subject of sprinkling. 

In 1881, and again in 1882, the statements and 
recommendations of the board made in its 
previous reports are reiterated. In August 
1884, the undersigned submitted a very full 
report, comprising about ten columns of the 
journal off the board, and on October 28, 1884, 
the poard recommended to the Municipal As- 
sembly an ordinance providing for the ee, 
in | lime of the streets of the Oity of St. Louis and 

for paying the cost thereof out of the general 
revenue. 

Ithink the facts here given are ample to 
disprove Mr. Mansfield’s assertions that the 
board neglected to bring the matter before the 
people. After this little side-thrust against 
the board, Mr. Mansfield comes to his griev- 
ance, in whichI think he is entitled to the 
sympathy of our citizens. 

He says: ‘‘The impression has gained foot- 
hoid that the street-sprinkling companies who 
had located and owned sprinkling plugs were 
protected in their exorbitant charges and 
their enforcement of their outrageous mo- 
nopoly by a city ordinance. 

In fact, some days since, I was told bya 
high officer in the Water Department 
that such an ordinance did in 
fact.’’ When asking to have the ordin- 
ance shown to him, he was informed that there 
was no such ordinance. Now, I venture to 
say that Mr. Mansfield did not obtain his in- 
formation from 8 officer, or even clerk con- 
nected with the B. P. I.; let bim name the 
man if he can. Why, the information that 
such an ordinance did not exist should so se- 
riously afféct the nerves of the gentleman that 
as he expresses it, you could have knocked 
me (bim) down with a feather, is hard to 
derstand.
